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Fund Uproar Spers CPZ Plans 
For Grass-Roots War On Silver

W YORK—(NJP)—Foes of the Silver-Neumann leadership 
of the Zionist Organization of America moved swiftly this week 
in a bid to snatch power in the spreading dissension evoked by the 
ZOA fight against the Jewish Agency. 

Three former ZOA presidents—Louis Lipsky, Stephen Wise and 


Judge Louis E. Levinthal of Phil- 
adelphia—nailed down a virtual 
declaration of war at a national 
emergency conference Sunday of 
the Committee for Progressive 
Zionism. 

As the tempo of the struggle 
for control of U. S. fund-raising 
for Israel mounted to new 
heights, the CPZ bitterly de- 
nounced the ZOA leadership for 
its attack on the Jerusalem sec- 
tion of the Jewish Agency, slated 
to arrive this week in the United 
States for an unprecedented full 
executive meeting on the fund 
controversy. 

The CPZ, the formal internal 
opposition to the Silver-Neumann 
leadership of the ZOA, backed up 
jts denunciations with a series of 
steps to organize a nation-wide 
grass-roots organization to re- 
place the ineffective opposition 
that took a savage beating at the 
5ist annual ZOA convention last 
July 

Moves To Organize 

The resolutions unanimously 
adopted by nearly 150 CPZ lead- 
ers from some 40 cities denounced 
the ZOA leadership for its bid 
to stop a full meeting of the Jew- 
ish Agency on the fund contro 
versy; voted full support of the 
entire Agency and launched a na- 
tion-wide campaign openly aimed 
at toppling Dr. Emanuel Neu- 
mann from the ZOA presidency. 

The CPZ voted to raise $250,000 
minimum for organization needs 
and public relations in the organ- 
ization’s first effort to organize 
an effective force, with a tight- 
knit organization on a national 
grass-roots basis and with a fund 
campaign. 

In announcing their resolve 
to win country-wide support in 
their effort to dislodge the pres- 
ent ZOA leadership, the CPZ 
passed a resolution calling upon 
all ZOA districts and regions 
to join the fight. 

To implement the drive, the 
CPZ. voted = =e campaign and 


announced plans for regular dis- 
trict and regional conferences 
throughout the U. S., to be topped 
by a national convention. 

First Parley Soon 

The Post was told that the first 
such national parley would prob- 
ably be held toward the end of 
February or the beginning of 
March, at which time a full slate 
of candidates would be chosen to 
run against the ZOA slate. No 
mention of possible CPZ candi- 
dates was made at the Sunday 
conference. 

Harold J. Goldenberg of Minne- 
apolis, CPZ vice-chairman, who 
presided in the absence of CPZ 
chairman Charles J. Rosenbloom 
of Pittsburgh, announced the fol- 
lowing quotas for the fund-rais- 
ing effort against the Silver-Neu- 
mann leadership: 

New York City, $50,000; Chi- 
cago, $20,000; Boston, $15,000; 
Philadelphia, $15,000; Newark, 
$15,000; Baltimore, $10,000. These 
local fund drives may cut deeply 
into the ZOA Expansion drives in 
communities throughout the 
country, observers at the meeting 
said. 

The CPZ meeting also voted to 
establish an executive committee 
and an office committee, the 
latter consisting of Goldenberg 
as chairman, Abraham Feinberg 
of New York, Lipsky, Joel Gross 
of Newark, Carl Sherman of New 
York, Morris Margulies of New 
York and Fred Monosson of Bos- 
ton. 

Explaining the “gist of the op- 
position,” Lipsky said that Neu- 
mann “had made impossible full 
cooperation on the part of all 
Zionist groups in this country by 
the policy of ruling with an iron 
hand.” 

He said the ZOA had pro 
claimed war against all who op- 
posed its leadership and that 
“its cannon which was aimed 
at Bevin is now turned against 
all Zionists and the Jewish

Agency itself.” 

He said the CPZ must “con- 
tinue its fight for the reform of 
the ZOA administration with all 
the weapons of propaganda and 
parliamentary action until a vic- 
tory is won at the next ZOA con- 
vention against arrogance and 
mismanagement, against personal 
and bi-partisan ambitions and 
against hate and prejudice.”

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ZOA Crisis Deepens As Agency Meets 





First Plenary a In U.S. 
Ready To Tackle Fateful Dispute

NEW YORK—'The full executive of the Jewish Agency was 
slated this week to open a plenary session of day and night meet- 
ings on the United Jewish Appeal dispute which may determine 
the future of the Zionist movement in the United States and per- 
haps of the World Zionist Organization. 

The Jerusalem section was delayed in arriving here last week 
but left Israel early this week by plane for the first plenary ses- 
sion in the United States jin the history of the Agency. 


The struggle involved the Zionist Organization of America, 
the United Jewish Appeal and its constituent agencies, particue 
larly the ZOA-controlled United Palestine Appeal and was rapidly 
drawing in huge sections of other Zionist groups. 

The ZOA leadership remained adamant in the face of a serie 
ous threat to its control in the giant Zionist organization. There 
was every indication that if the full Jewish Agency votes to uphold 
the demand of Henry Morgenthau, Jr., that he have Henry Mone 
tor on his staff as a condition of again heading the UJA, the Silver- 
Neumann leadership will reject the ruling. 

The ZOA leadership indicated how deeply the attack by its 
foes had rocked it by opening the columns of the NEW PALES- 
TINE, ZOA organ, to a discussion and mailing a copy of a defen- 
sive editorial to Anglo-Jewish editors. 

The editorial was headed, “At Stake—The Future of the Move- 
ment.” The editorial insisted that the real issue was the attempt 
of ZOA enemies in “devious and subtle ways to displace the ZOA 
and with it the entire Zionist movement from the position which 
it has held in American Jewish life for over half a century.” 

The editorial charged that Montor told a group of Reform 
rabbis in New York recently that the “immediate objective” of 
the struggle was to reduce Zionist representation on the funds 
to 50 per cent “and the ultimate objective was to eliminate com- 
pletely the Zionist Organization from the picture of organized fund- 
raising for Israel.’’ 

The editorial warned that the ZOA dissidents in the cam- 
paign to return Montor would undermine the ZOA but would 
“also loosen the foundations not only of the Poale Zion but of 
Hadassah and Mizrachi as well.” 

The editoria) hinted that Morgenthau was a pawn with the 
comment that he “may not be fully aware of the purpose of these 
machinations and what they imply.” 

There was no suggestion in the editorial, aimed specifically 
at the ZOA’s 250,000 members, of any possible compromise. 

A tight censorship-—mainly in refusal of all concerned to dis- 
cuss matters—has hidden all details on the meeting. But there was 
considerable speculation as to what moves the plenary session may 
try in the dispute with the ZOA leadership. 

It is widely rumored that the first step the Jerusalem executive 
will take to counteract the official ZOA resolution claiming that 
the UJA issue was strictly a U. S. Zionist affair will be a resolution 
specifically claiming jurisdiction. 

Source close to Dr. Silver said that if such tactics are used, he 
will simply walk out of the meeting. 

The plane enroute to the United States carrying the Jerusalem 
section members included Eliezer Kaplan, Treasurer of Israel; Berl 
Locker, chairman of the Agency executive; Wolf Gold, Mizrachi;

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UPA Executive Blasts ZOA Stand In Fund Dispute

NEW YORK-—A top working official of the United 
Palestine Appeal threw his support this week to 
backers of a move to return. Henry Montor to power 
in U. S. fundraising and sharply attacked the Zion- 
ist Organization of America for its stand on the 
issue. 


Harry Seeve, administrative director of the United 
Palestine Appeal, declared that the Silver-Neumann 
ZOA leadership had been guilty of a “wilful and un- 
warranted attack” on the Jewish Agency executive. 

Special significance was attached to Seeve’s will- 
ingness to permit national publicity for his stand, in 
view of the tight ZOA control of the UPA. Seeve 
made his statements in a letter to The Post. 


He was one of five executives who quit last No- 
vember in protest against the naming of Harry 
Shapiro to replace Montor on the United Jewish 
Appeal and the UPA. (NJP, Nov. 19, 1948) 

Subsequently he and the other executives were re- 
instated in accordance with an agreement reached 
between the UPA and the Committee of Contribu- 
tors, a group of large givers opposed to ZOA control 
of the UPA. The COC is closely linked with the 


Committee for Progressive Zionism, the internal op. 
position to, the Silver-Neumann leadership in the ZOA. 

Seeve said he was convinced that he expressed 
the feelings of many Zionists in the U. S. in pro- 
testing the stand of the ZOA and its warning to 
the Jerusalem section that the dispute was not in 
the Agerticy’s jurisdiction. 

Seeve noted that the ZOA widely publicized a 
cable from the Agency executive establishing the 
American section as fully responsible for “repre 
senting, guiding and supervising all activities on 
behalf of the Zionist movement and the Jéwish 
Agency on the American scene.” 

He said the ZOA hailed the message as “a precise 
directive establishing the American section of the 
Jewish Agency as a paramount authority in the 
United States over all political, -organizational and 
other fund-raising activities.” 

“In the face of this most recent acclaim of the 
Jewish Agency’s authority by the ZOA, it is indeed 
strange that that same authority should be contested 
by the ZOA, at the moment when Dr. Silver and Dr. 
Neumann found themselves a small minority of twe 
im the American section of the Jewish Agency execu- 


tive,” Seeve declared. 

The reference was to a vote by the American sec- 
tion which supported the controversial proposal of 
Henry Morgenthau, Jr., to return as general chair- 
man of the United Jewish Appeal for a third year 
only if he could have Henry Montor on his staff. 

Dr. Silver ruled that the issue was not within the 
jurisdiction of the American section. Dr. Neumann 
had left earlier without voting. The vote was five 
to nothing in favor of the Morgenthau-Montor pro- 
posal. 

Seeve charged the ZOA leaders with being moti- 
vated by “personal resentment rather than a wish 
to help in the upbuilding of Israel.” 

“The leadership of the ZOA does not speak for the 
whole of American Jewry,” Seeve declared. “It does 
not speak for the various Zionist organizations in 
this country, nor even for the whole of its own mem- 
bership.” 

He said that “to defy the authority of the Jewish 
Agency executive is for the leadership of the ZOA to 
invoke chaos in American Jewish life and thus to do 
harm to the maintenance and expansion of our work 
in Israel.”

Simultaneous U. 5S. recogni- 
tion of Transjordan strenghtened 
the hand of King Abdullah for 
direct negotiation with Israel. 
Experts have consistently argued 
that Transjordan would be the 
first Arab State to make peace 
with Israel and to recognize it. 

The fading tempo of armis- 
tice negotiations at Rhodes 
between Israel and Egypt, 
which might yet take on new 
life because of virtual accep- 
tance of Israel into the western 
family of nations, strengthened 
the possibility that Transjor- 
dan would crack the Arab log- 
jam. 

A coalition government based 
on Mapai which garnered more 
than 40 seats in the Assembly, 
and Mapam, which did less well 
than expected, probably will run 
the Jewish State. 

That coalition will mean re- 
tention in top posts of the men 
who guided the Jewish State 
through its first turbulant 
months of existance and led the 
fight of the Yishuv before the 
state. Notable among these is 
Moshe Shertok, the diminutive, 
ascetic Foreign Minister. 

The religious parties which 
banded together for election pur- 
poses in a unity which is expec- 
ted to crack up in debates over 
the role of Torah law in future 
Israeli legislation, have shown 
eonsiderable political strength. 

On the basis of civilian votes,

the religious bloc had more votes 
but the soldiers vote was expec- 
ted to put Mapam in second 
place, 

The Freedom party, political 
successor to Menachim Beigen’s 
terrorist Irgun Zvai Leumi, 
pulled more than 11 per cent 
of the civilian vote. With so 
large a bloc of seats, it will be 
a factor of consequence in any 
coalition setup. 

The tiny Communist party fur- 
nished some cause for embar- 
ressment for those of Israel’s 
enemies who have tried red 
smear tactics by polling a tri- 
fling three per cent of the voters, 
with at least half of them Arab, 

Sternists Get Little 

The Stern group, active politi- 
cally as “The Fighters,” collec- 
ted about one per cent of the 
vote, which may mean freedom 
for the Sternists’ commander, 
Nathan Freidman-Yellin. He is 
now on trial for membership in 
a terrorist organization. 

The General Zionists drew 
a trifling vote, about five per 
cent. The outcome is bound to 
have repercusions in the U. S. 
Jewish community, where the 
proportions of labor and right 
wing Zionist representation 
are exactly reverse.

Glasser, who is director of the Institute of Overseas Studies of the Council of Jewish Federa- 


tions and Welfare Funds, made 
the disclosure during an _ inter- 
view at an appearance here this 
week. 

He addressed the annual meet- 
ing of the Jewish Welfare Fed- 
eration of Indianapolis in a re 
port on the future of U.S. Jew- 
ish philanthropic goals for 1940. 

He also told The Post, in an ex- 
clusive interview, that: 

1. Many U.S. agencies, includ- 

ing HIAS, are shiftirig their 
work to Israel as the European 
needs move toward ful- 
fillment. 
2. Despite the greatest 
need in history for co- 
ordination in fund-rais- 
ing and spending, there is likely 
to be a new outburst of jndepen- 
dent campaigns in the U. S. for 
Israel. 

3. The Joint Distribution Com- 
mittee will formally apply to the 
International Refugee Organiza- 
tion for refunds of JDC funds 
spent on transporting Jewish 
DPs from Israel since last May. 

4. The Russian-dominated East- 
ern European countries are mov- 
ing slowly but steadily in the dir- 
ection of slamming down the Iron 
Curtain between their Jewish 
communities and the western 
world, 


5. Though Israel may find it 
nearly impossible this year to pro- 
vide any Sort of accomodations 
for Moslem Jews, the march to 
the Jewish State has begun “and 
nothing will stop it.” 


Relyctant To Blame 

As a key figure in the negotia- 
tions that brought partial coordin- 
ation between HIAS and the JDC 
on refugee work in Europe, Glas- 
ser was reluctant to specify the 
blame for the delay in further 
and more effective coordination. 


He was vigorous, however, 
in his condemnation of the ex- 
Pensive and needless waste and 
said strong measures were 
needed. 

His comments recalled his re- 
port last September on a first- 
hand study of Europe. He said 
that the duplication of services 
was very serious and that it was 
hampering effective aid to Jewish 
DPs. (NJP Sept. 3, 1948). 

The exact state of affairs in the 
field now, he said, covered three 
areas. One was work for Euro- 
pean DPs scheduled to come to 
the U. S. under the 1948 Refugee 
law, Second was work for the 
rest of the DPs. Third was work 
for DPs after arrival in the

United States, which involves the 
United Service for New Ameri- 
cans. The JDC and USNA are 
UJA agencies. 

In the first field, coordination 
has been achieved. Glasser said 
he Was unable to report on whe- 
ther the coordination had cut 
costs or personnel to any degree, 
but he said that it has greatly 
improved service, 

In the other two fields, chaos 
continues to reign. Glasser 
said the hitch is that the USNA 
and HIAS have been unable to 
agree on 2a formula which is 
considered vital to a complete 
agreement between JDC and 
HIAS in Europe. 

Negotiations between HIAS and 
USNA, under auspices of the 
Council of Jewish Federations 
and Welfare Funds are scheduled 
to -be resumed in about two 
months, 


It appeared likely that the prob- 
lem might be solved by the ra- 
pid departure of DPs from Eur- 
ope. Already HIAS has estab- 
lished a program of providing ra- 
pid transit of funds from USS. 
friends and relatives to DPs ar- 
riving in Israel and other ser- 
vice and is expanding its program 
in those directions. 

HIAS recently announced ap- 
pointment of a fund-raising dir- 
ector and disclosed plans for the 
largest budget in its history. 
(NJP, Jan. 14). 

Glasser said ORT and OSE also 
were transferring their programs 
to Israel as the European need 
ebbed, 

The prospect of increased fund- 
raising by these groups in the

dination for the central task of 
1949—reception and reestablish- 
ment of a mass influx of DPs into 
Israel, 

Glasser said that U.S. fund 
agencies will have to deal with 
the prospect.of not only greater 
independent fund drives by 
these agencies but also the 
strong possibility of a whole 
new outburst of special fund 
campaigns. 

He said that the rate of im- 
migration is so great that DPs 
must count on living in tempor- 
ary camps for at least two 
months and these temporary 
camps are “very bad.” 

These conditions will get worse 
as the flow of immigrants in- 
creases this year and the hous- 
ing emptied by fleeing Arabs is 
filed, he said. The increasing 
number of American Jews visit- 
ing Israel will come back with re- 
ports certain to spark a host of 
new special funds, Glasser de- 
clared. 

The recent decision of the IRO, 
under U.S. pressure and against 
British resistance, to revoke an 
eight-months ban on_ financial 
help to Israel-bound DPs, will be 
of some help, Glasser said. 

The IRO’s executive committee 
took the action over the continued 
opposition of the British, who for- 
ced the IRO to take the anti-Is- 
rael position in the first place. 

Under the ruling, IRO may re- 
imburse private agencies, mean- 
ing the JDC, for up to $4,000,000 
for refugees moved to Palestine 
before last Jan. 1. Glasser said 
the JDC intends to seek funds to 
cover all transportation costs 
from last May until next June, 
which would amount to around 
$10,000,000. 

Despite the problems of hand- 
ling the increasing flow of re- 
fugees, Jews in Soviet-domin- 
ated countries are leaving as 
rapidly as they can. Glasser 
said they were impelled by the 
fear that the Sovietized regimes 
would within a few months, at 
the most, halt all immigration 
to Israel. 

“Even in Bulgaria, where not 
a single Jew was murdered dur- 
ing the Nazi occupation because 
Bulgarians sheltered their Jewish 
neighbors, they are leaving in 
huge numbers,” Glasser said. 

He said the new Soviet policy 
was aimed also at pushing phil- 
anthropic agencies out of the East 
European countries. He said Ru- 
mania has already made some 
méves in that direction to com- 
pel the JDC to leave. 

He disclosed that in December, 
4,000 Jews left Morroco illegally 
—all emigration by Jews in Arab 
lands is illegal—and crossed to 
France, 

“Nobody knows how many of 
the 800,000 Jews in Moslem 
lands will come to Israel but 
they are coming,” Glasser said. 
“There is no organization, there 
are no funds, there is no safe 
transport but they are coming.” 

He said the Moslem Jewry were 
electrified by the news of the re- 


birth of Israel. The historic news — 


spread swiftly through the dis- 
eased, poverty-stricken Jews and 
fired new hopes for a final end 
to their misery.

The report was made by Boris 
Smolar, editorial chief of the 
Jewish Telegraphic Agency, in 
his column, “Between You and 
Me.” 

No Comment 

Offices of the ZOA, locked in a 
tremendous struggle over U.S. 
fund-raising, declined comment 
on the report. 

Daniel Frisch, an avowed 
candidate for the ZOA presi- 
dency next July, told The Post 
he had no comment on Smo- 
lar’s report. 

Speculation began immediately 
on the significance of the report. 
which was regarded as having 
some basis in Smolar’s excellent 
pipelines into high Zionist circles, 

It is generally believed that 
Rabbi Abba Hillel Silver, now 
personally leading the fight to 
retain ZOA control of the 
United Palestine Appeal, can 
name the next ZOA president. 

There have been persistent re- 
ports that Dr. Silver might run 
again himself as the most cer- 
tain way to mobilize the ZOA for 
the struggle to adjust to the 
foundation-rocking changes in U. 
S. Jewish life brought about by 
the fact of a Jewish State. 

New York sources said that Dr. 
Silver might feel he has made 
too many enemies to undertake 
the task of heading the ZOA 
again. 

Is This Better? 

These sources also argued that 
Weismann, who has loyally car- 
ried out orders of the Silver-Neu- 
mann regime in his work as UPA 
head, has made almost as many 
enemies as has Dr. Silver. 

Weisman was bitterly assail- 
ed last week by the Memphis 
ZOA district in a resolution re- 
pudiating the administration 
stand in the fund fight. 

Acting presumably under or- 
ders, Weisman has called no meet- 
ings of the UPA board since he 
was appointed. The decision to

Miami Kicks Off

MIAMI—The first major fund 


drive for 1949, that of the Great- 
er Miami Jewish Federation, was 
set this week with a quota of 
$438,230 more than was raised 
last year. However, the United 
Jewish Appeal has been al- 
located only the same amount as

Leadership Has Failed Miserably 
U.S. JEWS SEEN UNPREPARED 
FOR A “LIFE WITHOUT POGROMS” 


NEW YORK—(NJP)—An official of the American Jewish Con- 
gress asserted this week that the leadership of American Jews had 
left the Jewish community totally unprepared for the “revolution. 
ary gg created by the establishment of Israel.” 

. Joachim Prinz, writing in the current CONGRESS WEEK: 


Lp ¢ "aa that leadership had 
geared American Jewry “not 
only to accept tragedy as a ma- 
jor event in Jewish life but also 
to expect it. Hitler is dead, the 
period of pogroms is over—what 
will they do without tragedy?” 
Prinz sketched the new life 
in its impact with the question 
“What will they do without_ 
the Madison Square Garden 
mentality? The glamor is all 
but gone. The slogans don’t 
fit. Reality is tough to take.” 
He warned that the emergence 
of the Jewish State had created 
“an emotional gap in American 
Jewish life which, if not fiiied, 
wll push tens of thousands of 
newly-affiliated Jews back into 
inarticulate indifference.” 
Asserting that “the midnight 
hour of unmasking” has arrived, 
Prinz said that there would be 
“many pretenders to the vacant 
throne of Jewish leadership.” 


“Survival of groups and organ- 
izations, obsolete and _ without 
real function though they may 
be, is entirely due to the exis- 
tence of a machine,” he declared. 
“For the upkeep of this chimera, 
American Jewry, in dues and al- 
locations, is paying a pretty pen- 
ny. If the expenditures of vast 
sums would serve the real 





neeeds of American Jewry, it 
would be entirely justifiable to 
spend even more.. An analysis of 
activities as compared with the 


real needs of American Jewry, 
howver, makes it mere mock- 
ery.” 


He proposed a meeting of “in- 
dependent Jews,” who would 
join’ without “any publicity, 
drumbeating and flattery, acd 
discuss thoroughly the program 
for the totality of American Jew- 
ish needs.

Vienese Jews Are 
In A Sad Plight 

A plaintive cry for help has 
gone up from the Jews of Aus- 
tralia. Two thousand of them as- 
sembled in Vienna a few weeks 
ago to utter a heart-rending cry 
to the government, 

Anti-Semitism is increasing; 
their pre-war property has not 
been restored; their economic 
condition is poor. 

What makes their lot doubly 
pathetic is the fact that they 
trustingly returned to Austria 
from various places of intern- 
ment, confident that they would 
be treated as Austrian citizens 
whose wrongs would be re- 
dressed. 

No such thing has happened, 
and now they are not even on 
the priority lists for passage to 
Israel. 

“Hundreds of us,” they stated 
in a lengthy petition, “live in 
wretched, inhuman _ circumstan- 

ces, Many of our numbers have 
once more been shunted off to 
camps. Our sick and aged, many 
of whom had been stripped by 
the Nazis of all their possessions, 
are starved and penniless. And 
at the same time the Nazis still 
own the stolen Jewish property— 
factories, stores and dwellings.”

British’ Zionists Rapped 








CHARGE CAMPAIGN TO M AKE WJC 


BOSS 


OF BOARD OF DEPUTIES 


LONDON—A charge that British Zionists were engaged in a 
campaign to make the 200-year-old British Board of Deputies of 
British Jews subservient to the World Jewish Congress was made 
last week by the Jewish CHRONICLE of London. 

In an editorial criticizing the actions of British Zionists, the 


Anglo-Jewish weekly said that 
a campaign had been launched 
which had nothing to do with the 
normal functions of a Zionist 
party. 

The editorial said that the 
Board of Deputies for many gen- 
erations “has been the central 
institution for guarding our com- 
mon status in this country.” 

In 1943, the editorial said, a 
caucus of Zionists on the 
board called “The Progressive 
Group,” assumed “a dominat- 
ing control.” As @ result, the 
editorial said, there had been a 
drop in popular esteem of the 
Board’s influence and author- 
ity. 

The editorial said that “the 
more moderate elements” on the 
board had rejected “inducements 
to secede” in the hope that once 
a Jewish State had been achieved 
and the presumed reason for the 
caucus of Zionist removed, “a 
restoration was possible of the 
Board’s proper status.” 

Such hepes were shattered, the 
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editorial said by a speech of L 
Bakstansky, general secretary of 
the Zionist Federation of Great 
Britain and Ireland, and leader 
of the 1943 caucus. 


“Quite gratuitously, but delib 
erately, he launched a_ heated 
attack on the programme of the 
Anglo-Jewish Association, so as 
to introduce a partisan issue into 
the forthcoming elections,” the 
weekly charged. The Anglo-Jew- 
ish Association is a_non-Zionist 
organization. 


Asserting that the .Anglo-Jew- 
ish Association is not a member 
of the Board of Deputies and 
therefore could not influence the 
Board, the editorial said the 
speech was designed to capture 
the Board of Deputies, “this 
time, however, to make it sub 
servient not simply to the Great 
Russell Street Organization (the 
Zionists) but essentiaHy to the 
World Jewish Congress.” 


The editorial charged that a 
campaign has been launched 
“to secure in 1949 the affiliation 
inferentially the surrender of 
the Deputies to the World Jew- 
ish Congress.” 


The editorial said that “so far, 
therefore, from the freedom of 
the Board being restored, its in- 
dependence stands in greater 
jeopardy than ever.” It added 
that “ there is grave danger that 
widespread secessions from the 
Board will result and it will 
cease ‘to fulfill its historic func

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Presenting The Case Of 
The Red Beard And A Job

NEW YORK (NJP)—A bright red beard is part of 
the scenery at a Manhattan office because there is 
an organization in New York which is determined 
to make sure that Orthodox Jews aren’t penalized in 
job-hunting for holding to their traditional customs. 


, The beard is the property of a former Lubavit- 
cher Yeshiva student, who had two strikes against 
him in efforts to get a job. Not only did he insist 
that he be free to rest and pray on the Sabbath but 
he also insisted on his right to refrain from shaving. 


So he took his troubles to the Sabbath Ob- 
servance Council and asked for help. The Coun- 
ceil, supported by Orthodox and ultra-Orthodox 
groups in U. S. Jewry, has an employment serv- 
ice and the former student was given help. He 
got the job and kept his beard. 


Placement of devout Sabbath observers hasn’t been 
too difficult for the organization, the story of the 


red beard being one in the special category case. 


A more typical problem was that of the East side 
baker who wanted to keep his store closed on the 
Sabbath. The Bakers Union told him to keep open, 
or else. So the Orthodox baker came to the Council. 

He told Rabbi Irving Kurtz, executive chairman, 
that his five union employes didn’t mind having Sat- 
urday off but the union contract insisted that they 
work on the Sabbath and that the union was making 
threats. The Council opened negotiations and a new 
contract with a Sabbath clause finally was drawn 
up. 

“No Jew should be penalized because of his de- 
sire to observe the Sabbath,” is Rabbi Kurtz’s argu- 
ment. “Our Council tries to help the Sabbath ob- 
server, as well as to strengthen the Sabbath ob- 
servance movement.” 

The case of the recalcitrant union was a rare 

one, Rabbi Kurtz said. The majority of cases the 
Council deals with are Blue Law violations and

job problems. New York State law bans public 
selling on Sunday, and many Orthodox Jews who 
keep their stores closed Saturdays must stay open 
Sunday to make a profit. 

Violations of the Blue Law are frequently ignored 
but when police receive an indignant complaint that 
so-and-so is keeping his grocery store or barber shop 
open on Sunday, they must follow up the complaint 
with a summons. 

When the Council is informed of the receipt of 
such a summons, it contacts the magistrate in 
question, explains the violation and the case us- 
ually will get special consideration. Sometimes the 
office of the Police Commissioner must be con- 
tacted, however. 

To spare the Sabbath-observing Jew from viola- 
tions, the Council is campaigning for an amendment- 
ment to the Blue Law, on the contention that as 
long as a person shows that he considers a day other 
than Sunday his day of rest, he should be permitted 
to do business on Sunday.

Chicago Rabbis Refuse Demand 
For Ban On Kosher Frozen Meat

CHICAGO (NJP)—Orthodox 


rabbis of Chicago this week re- 


jected demands of Chicago butchers that they act to halt distribu- 
tion of recently-introduced frozen kosher meat products, 

At a meeting Sunday, attended by 50 butchers and four rabbis, 
butchers complained that the new King David products would be 


available for Sabbath sale be- 
cause they are handled by groc- 
ery stores and delicatessens that 
do not close on Saturday. 


Phil Cohen, manager of the 
Kosher Butchers Association, 
warned that butchers might 
forego Sabbath observance in 
order to meet the competition. 

Representatives of the Merkaz 
Harabonim, Orthodox Rabbinical 
group, scolded Cohen for making 
the threat and said that ques- 
tions of Kashrut should be de- 
cided by rabbis rather’ than 
through public meetings. 


They'll Study It 

A resolution adopted at the 
meeting called for further study 
by a rabbinical committee and 
representatives of the butchers 
and ritual slaughterers. Cohen 
introduced the resolution. and it 
Was approved by the rabbis. 

At an earlier meeting of the 
entire Merkaz Harabonim, the 
rabbis ruled that the frozen 
products meet all kosher re- 
quirements. Butchers had ask- 


ed for a decision on the issue. 
The concensus of the Sunday 
meeting was the need for a per- 





manent rabbinical organization 
capable of quick decision and en- 
forcement on questions of kash- 
rut, 

Despite previous overtures, no 
recent attempt has been made to 
have Orthodox and Conservative 
rabbis consider together the prob- 
lems affecting all Jews who keep 
Kosher homes. 

A prominent lay»leader told 
the Post that the Joint Kash- 
rut commission, formed last 
April, has taken no part in the 
current controversy. The com- 
mission, representing six 
groups, consists of Conserva- 
tive and Orthodox laymen,

The group has been inactive 
since its chairman, Rabbi Mon- 
roe J. Levens, left Chicago, At 
that time, The Post was told that 
“a big strong rabbi, capable of

Kleinman got himself some 
fancy publicity by presenting 
customers at his Fort Greene Re- 
tail Market with free sandwiches 
and coffee in a bid to keep his 
Sales up. Customers at the kosh- 
er market got only the price cuts. 


Kleinman said he was offering 
the free food and price cuts on 
meat, milk, eggs and butter be- 
cause customers were not buying 
meat as much as they used to. 





Florida Governor Asks 
Law To Ban KKK 


TALLAHASSEE, Fla. — Gov. 
Fuller Warren, blistering the Ku 
Klux Klan as “hooded hoodlums 
and sheeted jerks,” said this 
week he will ask the 1949 legis- 
Jature to outlaw the Klan “and 
any other terrorist organization” 
in Florida. 


He made the announcement 
soon after the KKK staged a 
43-car parade through Tallahas- 
see. Six men who participated 
were arrested for displaying im- 
proper liscense tags. Four of 
them gave Georgia addresses. 

“These hooded hoodlums and 
sheeted jerks who paraded the 
streets of Tallahassee made a 
disgusting and alarming’ spec- 
tacle,” the governor said. “These 
covered cowards who call them- 
selves klansmen quite obviously 
have set out to terrorize minority 
groups in Florida as they have 
in a near-by state.”

Orthodox Rabbi Asks U.S. Law 
For Clear Label On Shortening 


WASHINGTON—(NJP)—Positive identification of shortening 
in bread and similar products was urged last week by a Baltimore 
rabbi speaking on behalf, of Orthodox Jews at a hearing before the 
Federal Security Agency, Food and Drug Administration. 

Rabbi Nathan Drazin, spiritual leader of Shaarei Tfiloh Congre- 
gation and a member of the Praesidium of the Council of Orthodox 
Rabbis of Baltimore, said the term “shortening” 
on such products in the past has been a source of 
confusion to Jews concerned with Kashrut. 

He urged that in the future positive labelling 
should include the terms “animal shortening” or 
‘vegetable shortening.” He read a memorandum 
clarifying the Biblical injunction against the use of 
lard of other animal shortening. 

Representatives of large food industries repre. 
sented at the hearing cross-examined the Baltimore 
rabbi, who spoke for the Union of Ortrodox Jewish 
Congregations and its two affiliated groups, the 
Rabbinical Council of America and the Women’s Branch of the 
Union.

OPHIE Ruskay of Long Island, N. Y. has added a spritely and 
Sy charming little volume of new childhood reminiscences to the 
ever-growing list of books on Jewish life in America. 

Her story, “Horsecars and Cobblestones,” published by the 
Beechhurt Press, could just as well have been entitled “Life With 
Mother.” Sophie’s wise, handsome, efficient’ and hard-working 
mother stands out from the rest of the people in 
the book like a beacon. 

Mama not only led Sophie and her six (count 
em) brothers along the right paths of Jewish 
jearning, with music lessons for all on the side 
(plus elocution and dancing for her only daugh- 
ter) but also with her husband she masterminded 
their small shirt factory into a great manufac- 
turing concern. And when she had time, charity 
was the benefactor. 

Never, at least in the early pages of the book, 
was mama depicted without some mending in her busy hands. (All 
right, so she had a good cook to help in the kitchen. There’s a 
limit to what one human being can do, even Sophie’s mother.) 

One of the special pleasures of the book for me were the 
many hamish yiddish words interspersed through the pages. 

And the chapter on her brother’s Bar Mitzvah contains a para- 
graph which draws the same conclusion this column did recently, 
on dramatizing religion for children: 

“Bar Mitzvahs, festivals, fast days—was this all we knew of 
religion? Was there nothing more? What of the prayers we read 
over and over and understood so little? To love justice, to do 
righteously . . . to remember the poor, the orphan and the widow— 
did some of these commands from the Bible seep down into the 
deep consciousness we call our souls? I believe they did. But the 
ceremonies and observance of the Synagogue and the home gave 
color and substance to what I fear would otherwise have been for 
us children at least cold and meaningless moral laws.” 

Sophie Ruskay. (Mrs. Cecil B. Ruskay) has raised a family of 
five sons and a daughter herself and has been active in civic and 
political affairs. Although she was defeated in 1946 as a candidate 
for the N. Y. state legislature, she ran far ahead of her ticket.

ROAST BEEF 

Use a rib roast, either standing or rolled. A standing rib roast is one 
in which the bones have been left, a rolled rib roast is one in which 
the bones have been removed and the meat rolled up and tied around 
with string. The smaller the roast, the more it will shrink’ during 
cooking: for best results, therefore, use a roast which weighs at 
least 5 pounds and is at least 4 inches thick. 

The roasting pan should not be covered. Many housewives do 
not realize it, but meat which is cooked in a covered pan is not 
roasted but steamed or pot-roasted; for even though no water is 
added, the moisture in the meat itself provides sufficient steam to 
cook it. . 
Number 1: Even-Temperature Method 
Sprinkle the meat with salt, using about % teaspoon for each pound 
of meat. Sprinkle with pepper, or rub with an onion or clove of garlic 
cut in two. Preferably, sprinkle with flour. Place the meat in the 
roasting pan fat side up, and if a rolled roast slip a rack or trivet 
under it to keep the bottom from over-cooking. Pre-heat the oven to 
325 or 350 degrees, and let the meat cook at this temperature until 
done. Do not cover the roasting pan. Do not add any water. Basting 
will not be necessary unless the meat is very lean. If the oven is 
heated to higher than 350 degrees, the meat will cook more quickly, 
but will not cook as evenly and will shrink more. 

As for broiling, no definite time can be given for roasting, be- 
cause this depends not only on the shape and size of the meat and 
the proportion of bone it includes, but also on the type of animal 
from which the meat was cut. The following figures are for a stand- 
ing rib roast cooked at an even temnerature of 325 degress and sliced 
immediately upon being removed from the oven. Allow 10 minutes 
longer per pound for a rolled rib roast. If the roast is not sliced im- 
mediately, its internal temperature will continue to rise and it will 
continue to cook for from 15 to 45 minutes after it has been removed 
from the over, depending on its weight and thickness; in which case, 
a few minutes less will be required per pound for cooking in the oven. 

(Rare) (Medium) (Well Done)

The advantage of this method over the Searing method is that 
it requires less fuel, and the meat will be more evenly cooked 
throughout. It also will not shrink quite so much. The disadvantage 
of this method is that the meat will not be quite so nicely browned; 
but this disadvantage can be easily overcome by inc’easing the heat 
to searing temperature (500 degrees) during the last 20 to 30 min- 
utes of roasting. 

Number 2: Searing Method 
Follow the directions for the Even-Temperature method, except for 
the following differences: Pre-heat the over to 500 degrees, and 
brown the meat on all sides for 20 to 30 minutes. Then reduce the 
heat to 325 degrees, and finish cooking at this temperature. This 
method has nothing to recommend it over the Even-Temperature 
method, but is given for those who may wish to use it. 

The following figures are for a standing rib roast cooked by the 
method just described and sliced immediately upon being removed 
from the oven. Allow 10 minutes longer per pound for a rolled rib

FREEDOM OF THE PRESS 
DENIED TO ORTHODOX 
POINT OF VIEW 

THE ORGAN AT SERVICES

The National Jewish Post, pub- 
lished in Indianapolis, Indiana, 
has recently failed to iive up to 
its publicly claimed policy of pub- 
lishing all news and letters to 
the Editor, impartially. The Na- 
tional Jewish Post publishes each 
week a page entitled “Freedom 
of the Press.” The Ecitor al- 
ways has claimed that his title 
is lived up to 100 per cent, in- 
cluding all points of vitw, wheth- 





er they be Zionist, anti-zurvinc., 
@Qrthedox, Conservative or Re- 
formed. Recently, an obvious ex- 
ceptien has been made in regard 
to the Orthodox point of view. 

In the November 5, 1948, issue, 
the following editorial appeared 
under the titie of “The Editor’s 
Chair”: 

“When the organ was played 
for the first time at services at 
my own -conservative congrega- 
tion—Beth Ei in Indianapolis— 
my emotiens were mixed. Some- 
thing in my Orthodox background 
felt resentful. It was like an in- 
trusion of a foreign element. But, 
aS was pointed out by a man 
whom I'd better not invelve in 
this piece, it will take several 
months before I know my own 
mind on this matter.” 


On November 8, 1948, I wrote 
the fellowing letter to Mr. Ga- 
briel Cohen, editor of the Nation- 
al Jewish Post: 

I read with keen interest 
your reaction when you heard 
the organ played fer the first 
time at the Sabbath service at 
your own conservative congre- 
gation, Beth El in Indianapolis, 
reported in The Editor’s Chair 
of November 5, 1948. 

Let me repeat your fine de- 
scription: “Something in my 
Orthodox background felt re- 
sentful. It was like an intru- 
sion of a foreign element.” 
This was the good, uncentami- 
nated Jewish conscience, speak- 
ing. You add however: “But, 
as was peinted out by a man 
whom I'd better not involve in 
this piece, it will take several 
months before I know my own 
mind on this matter.” 

Although I am not a prophet, 
I know who that man was. 
However, I shall follow your 
lead and will not name him. I 
just want to tell you that this 
man knows a little bit of the 
Talmud. He knows the Tal- 
mud saying of Tractate Yoma, 
86b: “Gonce a man commits a 
transgression and repeats it, 
it becomes to him like a permit- 
ted thing.” And this man has 
used this Talmudic knowledge 
cynically for his own design to 
mislead you. As for myself, I 
shall always remémber, Gabriel, 
with affection, that good heal- 
thy Jewish conscience of yours, 
pure and uncontaminated, of 
November 5, 1948.

On December 5, 1948, I received, 
to my amazement, the following 
note from Mr. Ben Gallob, Man- 
aging Editor of the National Jew- 
ish Post: “Sorry, we couldn’t 
use your letter.’ 

The next day, I answered Mr. 
Gallob as follows: “ ‘Freedom of 
the Press.’ Where art thou?” No 
further comment is nelessary.

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The ZOA Administration Is Facing A Defeat 


AT there is going te be a long and bitter 
struggle between the ZOA administration 
and the Committee of Progressive Zionism for 
control of the Zionist Organization @f America 
is a foregone conclusion. Even those who some 
months ago were pooh-poohing the CPZ as a 
small group of maicontents, now know the 
score. 

At least the ZOA Administration recegnizes 
the full seriousness of the situation. 

But that administration will probably suffer 
a defeat, if for no other reason than it has lost 
touch with the Jewish hinterlands, as any place 
outside of New Yerk is known. And having 
lost that touch, the administratien is unable te 
gauge the remarkable upsurge in Zionist intel- 
ligence over the past few years. 

The administration is still at the level in its 
thinking that all that is necessary te achieve 
an objective is to call a mass meeting or to 
blanket the country with telegrams to its vari- 
ous officers and chief supporters throughout the 
country. 

But there has been a radical change; and the 
fumbling of the administration in the present 
instance is almost pathetic, It is due for a rude 
awakening unless it gets and accepts guidance. 

A telegram from ZOA headquarters gets 
searching scrutiny these days. People in Mis- 
souri or Indiana or Kentucky don’t rush to get 
their hat and follow administration directives 
without some deep deliberation on their own. 
They ask questions. They want to know what’s 
behind this and that. 

And they have learned by now that they get 
no answers. A speech, a resolution, yes; but 
an understanding of the true implications, a 
chance to voice their opinions and a down to 
earth talk treating the hinterlands people as 
equals, not as vassals, that is not forthcoming. 
If it were, some grave mistakes might have 
been avoided. 

But that is the way of all things. The pres- 
ent ZOA leadership is human. Its principal 
successes have been by brute strength and 
dauntless courage. Today is another day. The 
Zionists throughout the country want to be 
loyal, but there is so much going on that they 
are kept in the dark about, that they are begin- 
ning to rebel, if only inwardly at present. 

What the CPZ program will be is impossible 
to tell at this hour. But here too, the leader- 
ship is immature, albeit sincere and determined. 

There is no question but that Dr. Silver and 
Dr. Neumann command great respect where- 
ever they go in U. S. Zionist circles. And their 
leadership will be an important factor when the 
chips are down. Rabbi Silver may, it is. com- 


monly recognized, run for the presidency of the 
ZOA again, but if such an eventuality takes 
place, he will forestall the ascendance of the 
CPZ for only another year or so. 

Several menths ago, the administration was 
claiming that the UPA was net under ‘its dom. 
ination. Today it has dropped this pretense and 
argues that the UPA is a necessary ZOA in. 
strument and a vital part ef its pregram. 

For seme time too the administratien has 
been claiming that the CPZ wants to take ever 
the ZOA, merely to liquidate Zionism in the 
U.S. 

Anether equally ridiculous charge is_ that 
the Committee of Contributors (the same thing, 
in this paper’s estimation, as the CPZ) broke 
its agreement with the UPA when it reopened 
the Montor issue. It is true that agreement did 
net mention Montor, but even more serious is 
the fact that the UPA has not until this day 
implemented that agreement; nor has the UPA 
board held a meeting for at least two years 
despite the importunations of many prominent 
Zionists on that board. 

It is this kind of activity by the administra. 
tion which is undermining the confidence of 
thoughtful Zionists. For years the ZOA admin. 
istration has been cracking the whip on the 
dogma of “Zionist discipline,” but that seemed 
only to apply to situations in which the other 
fellow was involved. Now that the Jewish 
Agency is preparing to render a decision on the 
UJA situation, which the ZOA administration 
might not find to its liking, Zionist discipline 
has no meaning. 

The ZOA administration has much to its 
credit. But Winston Churchill was turned out 
of office after he had brought about the re 
markable victory of the Allies and the ZOA 
administration can be turned aside, despite its 
remarkable record of services to the cause of 
Zionism, 

Internal conflict, unsupperted charges, etc, 
may bring this to pass. The chances are that 
the tide cannot be stayed at this late date. 

It is unfortunate that the ZOA administra. 
tion still does not understand the revolution 
in Zionist ranks throughout the country in the 
past few years. The continuation in the future 
of the administration tactics of the past few 
months will make the administration’s unseat 
ing inevitable. 

This is a frank editorial. The Post is not as 
yet taking sides in the controversy. The Post 
hopes for a compromise that will avert the im. 
pending struggle. But the thinking of the ad 
ministration at this moment is such that it will 
never yield. 


Should We Use Sanctions in Jewish Life? 


ABBI Henry Fisher's declaration that sanc- 

tions should be applied to those Jews 

who misbehave in a way to reflect discredit on 

the Jewish community, is important—although 

impractical—from the standpoint that it is an- 

other indication of the demand for some kind 
of order in Jewish community life. 

Obviously, in a voluntary society such as the 
present-day Jewish community, there will never 
come the time when sanctions can be applied 
by force. But Rabbi Fisher, who knows his 
American Jewish community, did provide a 
solution for the unnecessary conflicts and acts 
of lese majeste on thee part of individuals. 

According to the dipatch from Chicago in 
last week’s Post, Rabbi Fisher said that “even 
without resorting to excommunication, rabbis 
always wielded enough power to induce indi- 
viduals to cooperate with the community.” 

A logical extension of this sentence is that 
Rabbi Fisher believes that a rabbi by saying 
what he thinks about certain violations of ei- 
ther morals or ethics, can usually bring the 
recalcitrant individual or group into line. 

For instance, in connection with Friday eve- 
ning parties and balls on New Year’s eve, what 


rabbis could not by making a public issue of 
the matter have been able to see that these af. 
fairs were cancelled? Of course in some cases 
it probably would have meant the rabbi’s job, 
but in every fight there will always be a few 
martyrs. 

It is in this connection that the rabbis should 
know that they have a valuable ally in the 
Anglo-Jewish press. Many of the desecrations 
in Jewish life can be avoided by merely going 
to the press. 

Dan. Arnstein may have been successful in 
seeing Temple Isaiah, of Miami Beach, moved, 
but it is doubtful that another such instance 
will happen again. Mr, Arnstein has lost more 
in public esteem by his act than he built up 
all through his patriotic war efforts. 

Many ills can be overcome by using the free 
channels of information provided in the Angle 
Jewish press, This press is ready and willing 
to serve in the cause; but it is not to be expec 
ed that the Anglo-Jewish press will fight the 
battles for the rabbinate and the Jewish com 
munity without support for those to whom 
these issues are of first importance—the rabbis 
and the Jewish community.

Teuscher said he had been as- 
sured by the director of admis- 
sions that a quota policy was not 
in effect. He stressed that his 
group was “sympathetic and 
anxious to help” and that his com- 
mittee would act if presented 
with specific cases of discrimina- 
tion.

Sen. Wiley Silent On Screening 





Proposed DP Law Changes Won't 
End Pogromist Peril, Says Duker

NEW YORK-—A warning that impending changes im the 1948 
Refugee law may not wipe out the possibility of pogromists entering 
the U, S. in the guise of DPs was issued here this week by a Jewish 
educator who ted the fight to publicize the danger, 

Dr. Abraham G, Duker, whose one-man campaign finally 


brought a demand from Jewish 
organizations for rigid screening 
of DPs to keep out Nazis, said 
that optimism over the proposed 
change was premature. 

Duker, who is editor ef the 
English page of the DAY, Yid- 
dish socialist daily, said that the 
McGrath-Neely bill introduced in 
the Senate calls for abolition of 
the preferences for ‘“Volksdeut- 
sche” and Baltie collaboration- 
ists, as well as for the strict 
screening of the fascist and po- 
gromists suspects.” 

Boost In Numbers 

The new administration bill 
also calls for a boost in the num- 
ber of those to be admitted from 
205,000 to 400,000, 

“In view of the woeful neglect 
of preparations for the sereen- 
ing, this new and ‘improved’ non- 
racist legislation may serve as a 
greater Trojan horse against 
democracy and deceney than was 
the 1948 fiasco in humanitarian- 





Push From Alpert 

Dr. Abraham Duker’s one- 
man fight against the DP law 
reeived its first big break in 
the Anglo-Jewish press when 
Post Columnist Carl Alpert 
carried a lengthy analysis in 
his “I Write as I Please” Aug- 
2%, 1948. In reponse to an offer 
of complete copies of the 
Duker reprt, Alpert received 
almost 50 requests,

It was noted that in the letter 
written by Sen. Alexander Wiley,

law, nothing was said about 
screening. 

“As in the ease of the mis- 
guided agitation preceding the 
1948 Aet, the promoters of the 
new reforms are not too anxious 
to point any accusing fingers at 
the pogromists,” Duker said, “In 
fact, attempts of this kind have 
been discontinued at the behest 
of a powerful lobby which sees 
nothing wrong with the anti- 


to open the doors even more 
widely to the Volksdeutsche and 
the pogromists.” 


NCRAC Congratulated 

Duker congratulated the Na- 
tional Community Relations Ad- 
visory Council, eoordinating 
agency for Jewish civic defense 
groups, for its demand for 
sereening. The demand was made 
in behalf of the American Jew- 
ish Committee, the American 
Jewish Congress, the Anti-De- 
famation League of B'nai B'rith, 
the Jewish Labor Committee and 
the Jewish War Veterans. It 
ended a2 tight silence by the Jew- 
ish groups on Duker’s eharges. 
(NJP Jan. 21). 

To avoid confusion in fram- 
ing amendments to the law, 
Sen. Wiley suggested to Rabbi 
Bernstein that a conference 
should be ealled of religious 
leaders to work out specific 
proposals for the Senate and 

House Judiciary groups. 

“Our principal aim in perfect- 
ing the DP Iaw should be, as [ 
am sure you will agree, to re- 
move ence and for all from the 
minds of all observers any 
doubts or fears that members of 
the Senate or House are motivat- 
ed in any way by religious or 
racial prejudice,” Sen. Wiley 
wrote Bernstein, “Such prejudice 
is of eourse unthinkable here in 
the Congress or anywhere else.” 

Sen. Wiley was chairman cf 
the Senate Judiciary Commit- 
tee, which reported the bill to 
the Senate. He spoke for it 
during debate and his name 
was on the bill, He now in- 
sists that a sub -eemmittee 
wrote it and that he did not 
write a word of it. 

Wiley’s proposals dealt with 
three of the most-eriticized por- 
tions of the 1948 date: the cut- 
off date, which made ineligible 
thousands of Jewish DPs; the 
provision that a speeific job and 
housing be assured in advance 
for each DP; and the provision 
which mortgages future immi- 
gration quotas. 

The former key supporter of 
the original measure proposed to 
revise it on these three points 
but said nothing about the ques- 
tion of colHaborationists eoming

Keating Urges 
Quota For Israel 

WASHINGTON—(JTA) — Es- 
tablishment of an immigration 
quota for Israel was called for 
this week by Rep. Kenneth B. 
Keating of New York, in re- 
marks in the House. 

Rep. Keating introduced a bill 
calling the U. S. to set up such 
a quota, and added the hope 
“that de jure recognition by our 
country will shortly follow, now 
that the new state has clearly 
demonstrated her capabilities of 
self-government.”

CIO Walkout Averted At Last Minute 





Philadelphia Social Agencies 
Open Parleys; Strike Postponed

PHILADELPHIA (NJP)—The threat of the first strike in Phil- 
adelphia history against three Jewish social welfare agencies was 
averted this week by an agreement reached with a CIO union a 
few hours before the walkout was slated to begin. 

Two of the three agencies involved in a dispute with the CIO 
United Office and Professional Workers, Local No. 2, opened nego- 
tiations in time to postpone the strike set for Feb. 1. 

An agreement was signed with Samuel Felgoise, chairman 
of the board of the Association of Jewish Children, the third 
agency, and Bernard Segal, president of Local 19 of the union. 
Segal came from New York to handle final negotiations. 

The other two agencies are the Jewish Family Society and 
the Employment and Vocational Bureau. 

The agreement reached this week set the stage for three meet- 
ings in the next two weeks, with the understanding that if no set- 
tlement is reached, the strike will be called in two weeks. 

The decision of the agencies to negotiate ended a stalemate 

created by the refusal of the agencies to meet with the union on 
demands for more pay and union recognition, The Federation of 
Jewish Charities took the position that the issue was one for the 


social agencies to settle.

Rabbi Urges Kosher Meat Sales 
In All Retail Outlets To Cut Prices

PHILADELPHIA—A bare-knuckle fight loomed this week be- 
tween two groups of Orthodox rabbis here about the present kosher 
meat situation and the high prices for it here. 

A minor pugnacious note was furnished by the Associate Ko- 
sher Butchers of Philadelphia, who challenged a h rabbinical ruling 


on sale of kosher meat and prom- 
ised to fight it. 


The debate centered over a 
pian offered by Rabbi Sherman 
Novoseller, president ef the 
Rabbinical Association of Phil- 
adelphia. He proposed to sane- 
tion the sale of kosher meat in 
all kinds of retail outlets, in- 
cluding chain’ stores, super- 
markets and the like to get 
more distribution and to bring 
down the price. 


His proposal drew a violent 
blast of protest from Rabbi B, L. 
Levinthal, dean of the Orthodox 
Rabbinate here, and head of the 
Philadelphia V’aad Kakashruth. 

Law Laid Down 

Rabbi Levinthal said “no meat 
may be bought in any place but 
a uaonet wuteher store ) ander our 


supervision, even when the meat 
bears a kosher. stamp, I urge ev- 
ery Jew not to be misled by such 
individuals and to buy meat only 
from butcher stores bearing the 
sign of V'aad Hakashruth.” 


He added that “some individ- 
uals" were trying to tear down 
the rules and regulations of Kash- 
rut in this city in existence for 
50 years. Kashrut regulation in 
this city is exclusively in the 
hands of the rabbis of the V’aad 
Hakashruth.

LONDON—A group of British Jews agreed 
jast week to ask the United Nations to demand 
that Christian families and monasteries reveal 
the names and whereabouts of Jewish war 
orphans they sheltered, and to, allow the chil- 
dren to return to the Jewish community. 

The decision was taken at a meeting of the 
Jewish Commission on the Status of Jewish 
War Orphans in Europe, after some debate.

TEL AVIV—The Israeli Government will not grant immi 
gration certificates to a married couple one of whom is a non. 
Jew or non-Jewess, World Mizrachi (religious Zionist) head. 
quarters reported, the Mizrachi News Bureau said this week. 

The Mizrachi report said exceptions will be made in case 
where a non-Jew or non-Jewess was active in helping Jews 
during the destruction of European Jewish communities. MNB 
said that even in such cases, permission must be obtained from 
the Israeli Immigration Minister and following the approval of 
the non-Jew will be required to accept the Jewish faith.

European Rabbinic 
Meeting Slated 


PHILADELPHIA—(NJP) — A 
pan-European conference will 
soon be convened by rabbis in 
Europe to seek the help of the 
Chief Rabbinate of Israel in 
dealing with the religious prob- 
lems created by the devastation 
of European Jewry, it was 
learned this week. 


The disclosure was made by 
Rabbi Jacob Goldman of Jeru- 
salem at the midwinter confer- 
ence of the Rabbinical Council of 
America there. Rabbi Goldman 
came as the personal representa- 
tive of Chief Rabbi Herzog of 
Israel. 


He said the plans were made 
to deal with the problem of de- 
ciding on the question “of pre- 
serving their Judaism in an en- 
vironment where comparatively 
a handful of the remnants must 
live amid an overwhelming and 
hostile majority who only yester- 
day. were bent on their destruc- 
tion.”

Bunche, United Nations mediator, 
presented new compromise pro- 
posais with a warning that some 
break in the deadlock was neces- 
sary to save the talks. 


The reaction of the Egyptians 
fo the recognition of Israel by 
Britain and a dozen other states 
—France, Italy, Switzerland, New 
Zealand, Belgium, the WNether- 
lands, Luxembourg and Aus- 
tralia—was immediate. They in- 
dicated recognition of the fact 
that Israel was rapidly being ac- 
cepted by most of the world. 


Early in the week, Israel had 
been reported ready to ask the 
United States to apply pressure 
on Egypt. 


The Israeli are insisting on 
complete Egyptian troop with- 
drawals from the Negev. Egypt 
is willing to withdraw its troops 
if it can retain a civil adminis- 
tration in Gaza, El Auja and 
Faluja. The Israeli accept the 
proposition for Gaza but not for 
any other city. 


Food and medical supply con- 
voys were passing through Israeli 
lines to the trapped Faluja gar- 
rison but the arrangements for 
evacuation of the 3,000 troops fell 
through, The Israeli said the pro- 
posal was contingent on coopera- 
tion by the Egyptians at Rhodes. 





Britain Clears 
RAF Planes To Egypt 


LONDON—(JTA) — The Brit- 
ish Foreign Office has authorized 
the shipment to Egypt of 18 
training planes formerly belong- 
ing to the Royal Air Force, the 
Evening NEWS reported this 
week. 


The paper said that before per- 
mitting the London firm of 
James Stuart Travel, Ltd., to 
ship the aircraft to Egypt, the 
Foreign Office referred the ques- 
tion to Dr. Ralph J. Bunche, U.N. 
acting Palestine mediator. The 
planes were being crated at 
Croydon Airfield for shipment to 
Misr Airways, the Egyptian na- 
tional airline. 

A representative of the ship- 
ping firm asserted that the 
planes had not been classified as 
war material, shipment of which 
to the Middle East is banned. 
The planes are said to be worth 
$40,000.
